Let us look into 
this matter a little further and study 
their origin and see if there is any- 
thing really surprising about it. 

We find them the oldest established 
breed of pure bred cattle in the world,

We find they are the most recent 
breed of pure bred cattle introduced 
into America and yet they by far out- 
number all other rivals. We find them 
in all parts of the civilized world, from 
the extreme north to the most south- 
ern clime,. where cattle are raised. 
Easily acclimating and adapting them- 


selves to their new environments and 
changed conditions, they receive the 


highest commendation everywhere. 
New breeders are entering into the 
business, not only by the hundreds 
but by the thousands, every year, and 
they become enthused with results.

having been bred and raised in Hol- 
land for upwards of 2,000 years as a 
dual purpose cow. There they supply 
all the meat and dairy products, with 
millions of dollars worth of meat, but- 
ter and’ cheese for export annually, 
they being the only breed of cattle in 
Holland. 
BREEDING IN HOLLAND 

These cattle have fixed type and 

characteristics. The Hollander is a 


constructive breeder. He has an ideal 
and works on a well-defined system. 
It is a survival of the fittest with him. 
He usually selects about one-half of 
his heifer calves from his most typical 
cows every year to replenish his herd. 











The first importations of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle into Canada or Amer- 
ica, were strong, robust, roomy, long, 
deep-bodied animals, with good heart 
girth, wide muzzles, good strong bone, 
without being coarse. They had spa- 
cious udders, mellow hides, showing 
good quality, and the majority were 
nice and straight in outline. They 
were of two different types; some 
were low, deep set animals, while 
others were lofty, or rangy. But most 
all, whether high up or low down, had 
the same characteristics with large 
middle, good outline and strong con- 
stitution. 

When I recall those good old ma- 
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trons, or foundation cows, whose 
names are so familiar to every Hol- 
stein breeder and which are so freely 
linked in to the names of our cows 
and their pedigrees, I wish I could 
find space to describe them or have 
some of our present day breeders see 
them. It would do them good. They 
would feel, as I often do, that some 
of the high-sounding flashy looking 
pedigrees of some animals are a dis- 
grace to their worthy ancestors. 
Many of those old imported cows or 
their immediate offspring would leave 
our present day winners entirely in 
the shade. 

Of course the beauty of form pos- 
sessed by these old imported cows is 
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There is no boom in Holsteins, and 
never was, just a natural expansion 
and demand, owing to their superior 
excellence. People do not go blindly 
into things these days. Facts and 
figures speak louder than words. The 
work of these cows with ordinary 
farm care, on experimental farms, 
and in private, public and official rec- 
ords by the week, month or year, has 
so clearly demonstrated to the public 
their wonderful producing ability un- 
der all conditions, that it is merely an 
awakening to facts based on business 
principles, that is. causing this tre- 
mendous demand for Holsteins. 

Now, the friendly advice I wish to 


.give to my fellow breeders is simply 





many cows as possible and selling the 
bulls at fabulous prices, regardless of 
quality. We are not doing enough 
weeding. I have seen lots of these 
flashy looking pedigrees that looked 
very nice, but when I saw the animals, 
I wouldn’t take them and use them in 
my herd as a gift. 

We want to stick more closely to. 
the good old Holland type, be more 
careful with the selection of our ser. 
vice bulls, study the weak points in 
our females, and select bulls strong 
in those points. Set up some stand- 
ard for production and an ideal for 
type that we may feel proud of. 

With a well-defined system skillfully 
applied, I believe we can do still great-

not the only aim of the breeder. Pro- 
duction must be the first considera- 
tion. We cannot expect all animals to 
be of the show ring type and yet be 
useful breeders. The percentage of 
real show animals is scarce in all 
breeds and it is dangerous to breed 
for that type only and lose sight of 
production. 

Then what about production? I 
think I can hear some of our present 
day enthusiasts say those old cows 


this: Be more like the frugal Hol- 
lander—a constructive breeder. We 
find lots of good, careful, skillful 
breeders doing valuable service for 
the breed, but with the great demand 
for Holsteins, and the phenomenal 
records made by some breeders, there 
is a tendency to boost some certain 
strains, mating the offspring to as 





had no such phenomenal world’s rec- 
ords. Their records were just as[ = 


startling to the public as they are now. 
If we look up the records they would 


give our present day record-breakers a 3 


close shave. I must give credit to 
many of our breeders for the advances 
they have made by mating high class 
individuals. Where this has been done 


I must admit that possibilities for jem 


great records have been increased. 
But who can say we didn’t have any 
40 or 44-lb. butter cows in a week or 
30,000 Ibs. milk in a year?

er things with the Holsteins in the 
future than has been done in the past. 
Boosting phenomenal high records is 
dangerous and the buyer needs to ex- 
ercise care before he pays long prices. 
These records are very attractive, but 
unless we get the proper conforma- 
tion, it would be better to take a 
plainer pedigree and have a good indi- 
vidual. One of the greatest essen- 
tials, however, is good breeding, and 
when we get the right combination, 
we hardly know when we pay too 
much for a good service bull. Five 
hundred dollars’ difference is a mere 
trifle in the choosing of a herd bull. 
Greater care must be taken in the 
shape of the udders. We find some 
very handsome cows with very badly 
shaped udders. This spoils the look 
of any cow. When choosing a bull, 
this is a strong point to consider— 
see that the dam has a well-balanced 
udder. We are reproducing the an- 
cestors through the sire, and any de- 
fects are sure to follow the offspring. 




















HOLSTEINS FOR BEEF PRODUCTION 

We also have great chances for beef 
production in the Holstein. Now that 
there is such a great demand for all 
kinds of meat and the prejudice 
against Holsteins is largely removed, 
we should lose no opportunities along 
this line. Every owner of Holsteins 
knows their great feeding qualities, 
and all males and females not up to 
the desired standard can be profitably 
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disposed of for beef. With the changed 
tariff regulations, the opportunity is 
ours. 

The color fad, of which we have 
heard so much of late, has absolutely 
nothing in it, so far as cow value is 
concerned. Some of the very best 
cows belong to all colors. Both have 
equal claims, and there are extremes 
both ways. A good cow, like a good 
horse, is never a bad color. It is a 
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mere matter of fancy, and all that is 
necessary is for them to come up to 
the required standard of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association. . 

There is lots of room for improve- 
ment with Holsteins in both Canada 
and the United States. I have been 
watching both sides of the line for 
over 25 years. Let us all do our best 
for there is a wonderful future ahead 
for the right kind of Holstein. 


The Story of King Segis—Part I

NCE upon a time, during the land- 
lordship of Messrs. Averill & 
Gregory, who dispensed a generous 
hospitality at the sign of the Yates in 
the Saline City, these gentlemen pre- 
sided over a landed estate at no great 
distance from the town, whereon was 
maintained a dairy of Holland cows, 
or Holsteins, that furnished daily sup- 
plies of milk and cream, cheese and 
butter for the guests at the hostlery. 
In the course of events, the farm 
was sold and it then became neces- 
sary to part with the cattle. Then 
it was that the proprietors, neither of 
whom had accustomed himself to the 
naming of high prices, determined to 
offer the animals in public auction, 
thus avoiding the necessity of making 
the highly bred members of the herd 
the subjects of humiliating private 
barter. Accordingly, the day was ap- 
pointed, and a vast concourse of peo- 
ple assembled to witness this new 
method of black-and-white cattle dis- 
persion. It was a great day. The 
sleek animals looked their best; the 
crier of the sale called out right 
lustily, and the crowd re-echoed the 
cheer, “Long live the Holstein cow!” 
Enthusiasm ran high, but the chief in- 
terest centered in a certain cow, Segis 
Inka, that had just made the extra- 
ordinary record of more than eight 
and twenty pounds of butter in the 
space of a week. She came of noble 
birth, being a sister to the first cow in 
the world to produce in an official test, 
five score pounds of milk in a single 
day. Her paternal grandam, Inka 
Princess gave over sixteen thousand 
pounds of milk in one year as a two- 
year-old, and she was close in pedigree 
to Inka, who came to our shores from 
old Holland, and established in Amer- 
ica one of the most distinguished fam- 
ilies of the breed. If further antiquity 
be sought in the genealogy of Segis 
Inka, it may be confidently asserted 
(as Dickens says) that she is a direct 
lineal descendant of the cow that ac- 
companied Noah and his family into 
the Ark, and but for whose liberaiity 
the stormed-in household would have 











had to do without such delicacies as 
butter-milk and ice-cream during their 
voyage of forty days and fony nights. 

Great was the excitement when this 
bovine matron was led into the sale 
ring, and stood before the throng, the 
perfect embodiment of queenly dig- 
nity. Hers was the quality’ that 
showed in looks as well as in milk. 
Low down, wedge-shaped, straight, 
deep-bodied, slim-necked, fine-headed, 
and with a capacious and strongly 
hung udder, she typified all that was 
excellent in a dairy cow; and it was 
little wonder that the bids of the on- 
lookers advanced by leaps and bounds, 
never stopping until she was declared

sold for a dozen-and-four hundreds of 
thalers, equivalent in value to a hun- 
dred and three score gold eagles. This 
was a rare transaction, and the fame 
thereof went abroad throughout all the 
land. 

Segis Inka was then joined to a herd 


owned by a certain wagon-smith, Har- 
vey, surnamed Moyer, whose country- 
place, on the northward side of the 
same town, has long been famous as 
the home of many of the finest Dutch 
cattle to be found in the New World. 
Here and in the neighboring posses- 
sions of Brookside Herd, Segis Inka 
gathered around her the family that 
has perpetuated her fame; and the re- 
markable records later made by her 
numerous descendants, proved the ar- 
tisan, Moyer, to be as capable a breed- 
er as he was a skilled maker of 
vehicles. 

No prouder array of daughters ever 
gladdened the heart of a mother cow 
than grew up to bless Segis Inka in 
her declining years. The names they 
bear and the records they have made 
are briefly shown in the following

Now, it came to pass that a cow in 
Minnesota, Mercedes Julip’s Pietertje 
by name, won her title as Queen of 
Butter Producers by raising the 
World’s Record to more than nine and 
twenty pounds in a week. Coming to 
the East, she established her court 
amid the dairy royalists of the Empire 
State, and achieved popularity during 
a reign marked by a steady advance 
in the price of Holstein cattle. A son 
of this great cow, by the distinguished 
sire, Johanna Rue 2d’s Paul De Kol, 
was deemed a fitting mate for Segis 
Inka’s largest record daughter; and 
thus it was that Mercedes Julip’s Pie- 
tertje’s Paul and A. & G. Inka McKin- 
ley were united in the pedigree of a 
bull destined to become almost imme- 
diately world-famous. This youngster, 


King Segis, in form and build was a 
worthy scion of the best stock of the 
breed; and his was a family history 
replete with unprecedented achieve- 
ment. For a considerable space of time 
it could be said that his dam and two 
grandams surpassed those of any oth- 
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er bull in respect to their butter-mak- 
ing ability, but this fact has long since 
been eclipsed by the wonderful rec- 
ords made by his numerous daughters 
and granddaughters. The craftsman, 
Moyer, delegated to King Segis the 
first place in his extensive herd, thus 
instituting the Golden Age in the his- 
tory of Moyerdale.

Scribner, in charge of the Federal Cow 
Testing Association work, Rosendale, 
and C. J. Schroeder, secretary of the 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Associa- 
tion of Wisconsin and live stock edi- 
tor The Wisconsin Agriculturalist, 
Racine. Prof. Stone explained the 
work of the Wisconsin seed inspection 
department and the necessity of guard- 
ing against the dissemination of weeds 
upon Wisconsin farms through the

ster, Fort Atkinson, discussed the val.- 
ue of the pure bred sire, and N. Hub- 
bard of Sheboygan gave a talk on 
“Cow Testing Association Work.” An- 
other meeting of a similar nature will 
be held at Grafton on March 31, also 
under the auspices of the Ozaukee 
County Holstein Association. The 
secretary of the State Holstein Asgo- 
ciation will address this meeting.

The southward journey 
takes you past Kelley Brothers’ Coal 
Yard (where Barney Kelley makes 
the most of his money), and you soon 
find yourself spinning along a moun- 
tainside that stretches on and on, the 
highlands at your right reaching far 
above you, while below you, at the 
left, are valley and lake. In some 
places the Lackawanna track seems 
perilously close to the down hill side, 
but presently you arrive at Apulia, 
and then your adventures begin. 

If you are not in a hurry, you en- 
gage a rig at Gidding’s livery, and if 
the day is rainy and cold, as it was 








A Journey 
To Fabius

when I made the trip last Thursday, 
you borrow an extra coat. Fabius, 
our objective point, is a rural village 
some four or five miles eastward 
from Apulia, the two being connected 
by a new State road that makes the 
Knapp farm easy of access from the 
railway station during the automobile 
season. KEstablishing friendly rela- 
tions with a lame horse, from whom 
too much speed could not be demand- 
ed, cutting through occasional drifts 
of snow, and studying the engineering 
difficulties that had been successfully 
met by the roadbuilders, afforded suf- 
ficient interest to a drive that would 
have been pleasanter with sunshine 
and mild weather. In two places, the 
new highway turns away from the 
original road and winds around the 
hills that formerly must have made 
the trip to Fabius one of considerable 
exertion. The most of our country 
roads seem to have followed along the 
Indian trails that penetrated the wild- 
erness before the land was cleared 
and settled; and often these primi- 
tive paths have led us to establish 
permanent roads over heights and 
through ravines that might easily 
have been avoided by a well-planned 
deour. Thus blindly do we follow in 
the old paths, forgetting that the 
world’s progress has been achieved 
only by those who have dared to leave 
the beaten track and strike out into 
new and untried fields. Therefore, 
the sweeping curves of the Fabian 
way afforded a degree of inspiration. 

Fabius, seen through the mists of 
gray afternoon in early April could 
not appear at its best, but the little 
village impressed me as a comfortable 
old-fashioned hamlet, the abode of 
contentment and rural prosperity— 
like thousands of other country towns 
that are sending forth their sons and 
daughters to assert the force of whole- 
some upbringing and to exemplify the 
cardinal virtues of frugality and moral 
uprightness in American life. It 
seems to be true that the great ma- 
jority of the world’s leaders in every 
department that makes for progress 
got their start in the country. The 
importance of the rural community of 
the Fabius character cannot be over- 
estimated. 

The Knapp farm is located in the 
edge of the village, on the road lead- 
ing northward toward Syracuse. I 
was told that I would know the Knapp 
buldings by their size, and I certainly 
had no trouble in identifying the out- 
fit. The Knapp dwelling house would 
shelter a regiment, and would there- 
fore make an admirable place for a 
grand mass-meeting of the New York 
State Holstein Breeders Club. The 





barns are extensive, but not quite 
large enough for the growing herd, 
which now numbers close to a hun- 
dred head. 

The first exhibit claiming my at- 
tention was the herd sire, King Lunde 
Pontiac Korndyke, a son of King of 
the Pontiacs, from the 31-lb cow, 
Lunde Korndyke, whose year’s record 
of over half a ton of butter from bet- 
ter than thirteen tons of milk has dis- 
tinguished her as one of the breed’s 
greatest cows. King Lunde Pontiac 
Korndyke is individually worthy of 
his breeding. He is remarkably long- 
bodied, but not at the expense of 
depth of barrel, being square-built, 
straight and. heavy-boned, and show- 
ing unusual substance and vigor.’ He 
combines size with beauty of form 
and a perfectly gentle disposition. All 
in all, I don’t know when I have seen 
a bull that has impressed me so favor- 
ably. Said Mr. Knapp as we were 
surveying the animal: “The minute 
we bought that bull, we doubled the 
value of our whole herd.” The same 
experience has been duplicated in 
dozens of other Holstein herds. 
Nevertheless, bulls of common breed- 
ing and of inferior individaul quality 
are still occupying the responsible 
position of chief herd sire at the head 
of establishments that need only a 
good bull to make them great. 

The daughters of King Lunde Pon- 
tiac are extra promising, straight 
and typical in build and _  show- 
ing extraordinary udder development, 
although but one or two of the oldest 
are yet in milk. In the Knapp herd 
are a goodly number of these daugh- 
ters, and others are constantly being 
added by birth; so it appears that 
the future of the herd is amply pro- 
vided for. 

Concerning the herd in particular 
it is not my purpose to write. A des- 
cription of the milking dairy would 
require a special article of consider- 
able length. The Knapp cows are 
straight on the back, of good size, and 
typical Holsteins in build as well as 
in milking capacity. Moreover, the 
fact that the Knapp herd has always 
been headed by good bulls means 
that its members are of uniformly 
high breeding. Just now Messrs. 
Knapp & Son are elated over the 
making of a 28-lb record. In fact, a 
number of their cows have late- 
ly been doing excellent work in offi- 
cial test. 

E. H. Knapp takes a just pride in 
having placed King Lunde Pontiac 
Korndyke at the head of the herd, 
put it seems to me that the really 
great move that did more than any- 
thing else to put the establishment 
to the front was the arrangement 
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whereby Mr. Knapp the Younger be- 
came an equal partner in the business 
an arrangement that took place some 
years ago immediately upon the young 
man’s return from Cornell where he 
completed a two years’ agricultural 
course. Mr. Knapp, Jr. is intensely 
interested in his work, having exclu- 
sive charge of the cows that are in 
test; and it is plain that in this well- 
conducted plant father and son are 
working together as a unit for the up- 
puilding of a great herd. 

E. H. Knapp wears a prosperous 
look. He is a big man, large of girth, 
heavy moustached, kindly disposi 
tioned, and the apparent embodiment 
of the good nature and business abil- 
ity that when combined never fail 
short of success. The son is smooth- 
shaven, clear-eyed, clean cut and all 
for business. Father and-son together 
make a strong team, and typify the 
sort of combination that means suc- 


cess in any undertaking. E. M. H.
